City of Elba is financially sound 


The Elba City Council meeting 
Tuesday, January 23, was conduct- 
ed in an expedient manner. 

Mayor Fred Moore with all 
councilmen present called the meet- 
ing to order promptly at 5:15 p.m. 
and in less than sixty minutes, city 
business was concluded and meet- 
ing adjourned, 

Mr. Winston Brunson and Mr. 
Bruce Wilkerson, CPA's with Barr, 
Brunson, Wilkerson & Bowden, 
P.C. were first on the relatively 
short agenda. 

They briefly reviewed with the 
councilmen the audit of the city's 
financial statements ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1989.4 
_ Mr. Brunson,CPA, noted several 
highlights of the audit, one being 
that the Elba Water & Electric De- 
partment's inventory had decreased 
by more than $29,000 from last 
year's figure. This indicates better 
utilization of the department's in- 
come in that it's not tied up in in- 
ventory. 

He also told the council that the 
figures indicated that if you were 
looking at the W & E department 
as if it were a business, it would be 
worth $84,000 more than last year. 
This was all after the Elba W & E 
Board had transferred $442, 000 to 
the city's general fund. 

Mr. Wilkerson commented to 
the council that the city's assets 
were up over $86,000 from last 
year and in general, the city is in 
better shape than prior years. 

Brunson and Wilkerson both 
were in agreement that the City of 
Elba is being "efficiently operated 
and well managed as reflected by 
the figures in this audit.” 

The gentlemen told the council 
that after reviewing the sixty plus 
pages, if they had any questions, 
they would be glad to return and 
answer them. 

The mayor asked the council- 
men to review the proposal for in- 
surance coverage provided by Ala- 
bama Municipal Insurance 
Corporation and make any com- 
ments that they might have. The 
proposals had been placed in their 
folders earlier. 

It was noted by the mayor that 
this insurance coverage is for the 
city as a whole, including the utility 
departments. 

Coverage includes commercial 
liability, police liability, public offi- 
cials liability, property and auto in- 
surance. 
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The annual premium for the in- 
surance coverage is $74,312. 

A discussion followed with the 
councilmen expressing concem 
about the financing of the yearly 
premium; however, the council 
was in total agreement that the in- 
surance coverage, especially the li- 
ability, was needed by the city. 

The city has been without any ti- 
ability insurance for sometime 
now. Mayor Moore stated that the 
city has been extremely lucky be- 
cause one lawsuit could close the 
city down. 

Councilman Eddie Vaughan 
asked the mayor, " Can you assure 
us that we can afford this policy 
without affecting any present pro- 
grams or services." 

Mayor Moore responded, "Yes!" 

The council voted unanimously 
to go with the program with the as- 
sumption that the water and electric 
board would participate in this pro- 
gram. 

The mayor pointed out the fact 
that the Elba W & E Board would 
be paying a portion, possibly 50/50, 
of this premium since the coverage 
is for all city departments. 

Councilman Waylon Sharpless 
brought before the council a propo- 
sal to amend the Articles of Incor- 
poration for Southeast Alabama 
Gas District. 

The proposal deals with amend- 
ing Article 9 which deals with the 
division of profit among the fifteen 
city membership. 

The proposal amends the article 
so that the formula used in the dis- 
tribution of the profits is fairer to 
the smaller and less industrialized 
cities. Presently the formula favors 
cities which have a large concentra- 
tion of industry. 

Councilman Sharpless _ stated 
that all cities have to agree to the 
change inorder for it to take place. 

It was noted that under the new 
article, the city of Elba would re- 
ceive approximately $7,000 addi- 
tional revenue this year providing 
everything remains the same as last 
year. Everything being the profit 
earned by the gas company. 

The council voted to sign the 
amendment. 

The resolution to amend Article 
9 will run in this newspaper for 
three weeks beginning with this ad- 
dition as required by law. 

In other business to come before 
the council, Mayor Moore recog- 
nized Everett Kelley. Mr. Kelley 
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requested that sewage and water 
services be extended to his property 
located just off Taylor Mill Rd. 

Mayor Moore advised Mr. Kel- 
ley that he would present his re- 
quest to the W .. © Board which 
controls these services. 

Councilman Sharpless . said, 
"We (the city) need to seriously 
consider all requests of citizens for 
services because every time we ex- 
tend them, it provides the city with 
the possibility for growth.” 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
reported to the council that. his de- 
partment investigated 121 com- 
plaints in the pass two weeks. 

The chief and members of his 
department were commended for 
their participation in the capture of 
two fugitives from justice, 

A man and woman from Florida 
were arrested last week who were 
wanted by the sate of Florida. The 
man had violated parole and the 
woman was wanted for questioning 
in a bank robbery investigation. 

The council meeting was ad- 
journed.

Coffee County Commission seeking 
funding from courts to build new jail 


In a meeting, Monday, January 
29, the Coffee County Commission 
voted unanimously to approve a 
bill on be submitted to the state leg- 
islature which will provide funding 
for a new jail. 

The proposed bill which has the 
support of the local legislators, 
Representative Jimmy Holley and 
Senator Crum Foshee, would in- 
crease all court fees by $35 in all 
cases in district, circuit and munici- 
pal courts, 

Normally, this would not be pos- 
sible since the Alabama Constitu- 
tion does not allow counties to set 
court fees; however, after research 
done by the Alabama Administra- 
tive Office of Courts it was found 
that Coffee County's situation is 
unique in that an amendment, num- 
ber 360, passed in 1976 exempts it 
form this restriction. 

After being introduced in the 
legislature, the proposed bill will 
have to be voted on and approved

The people of Coffee County 
will be afforded this opportunity 
possibly in the June primary elec- 
tion if the state legislature ratifies 
the referendum. 

It is estimated that the proposed 
bill will generate an estimated 
$250,000 to $300,000 a year if ap- 
proved by the voters. 

In addition to raising all court 
fees by $35.00, the bill include pro- 
visions for all cities in Coffee 
County to house their prisoners free 
of charge in the county jail, but 
they will be required to pay for 
their food and medical expenses 

A provision is also included im 
the bill that states that the county 
jail will be constructed in New 
Brockton and one stating that the 
Act, if passed, will only be in affect 
20 years. 

The Commissioners also voted 
to enter into negotiations with the 
plaintiffs, involved in the lawsuit 
concerning jail conditions pending 
in federal court, stating to them and 
the federal judge that they (the 
commission) plan to honor their de- 
cree to build a new county jail. 

Previously, a decree had been is- 
sued as a settlement in the lawsuit 
staiing that the county would build 
a new facility and fund it by levy- 
ing a 1/2¢ sales tax. This tax has 


been ruled illegal in circuit court 
and is on appeal to the Alabama 
Supreme Court; therefore, a new 
settlement has to be agreed upon 
between the two parties which sat- 
isfies the judge. 


It was Once again mentioned that 
if the county has to resort to fund- 
ing the jail construction from the 
genera! fund it will, in all probabili- 
ty, bankrupt the county. 


Commission Chairman Bill Ea- 
gerton stated that the funding to all 
outside agencies (14 total) would 
have to be eliminated and county 
services would have to be cut by 
approximately 40 percent to pro- 
vide the necessary funds to build 
the jail. 

Eagerton stressed the necessity 
that the people of Coffee County 
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realize the seriousness of the silua- 
tion, that being, a new jail will be 
constructed and the county will 
have to pay for it! 

"lt personally think that if we 


could have kept our 1/2¢ sales tax, 


on," said Eagerton, "! think that the 


‘ way we should have gone - I think 


we would had it (the jail)paia for in 
four years and. it would have been 
finished. From the merchanis that I 
have talked to, I don't think that 
they lost any business because of 
the sales tax after it was put on. 
Whether the people would vote for 
it (the 1/2¢) i don't know.” 

Eagerton continued, “Right now 
we're going to try to let the court 
pay its own way and hope that this 
will build the jail and keep us from 
having to culll expenses or all ap- 
propriations.” *

lowed to remain in care through 
age nineteen if they are in school. 

The Independent Living Pro- 
gram, a federally funded program, 
assists teenagers sixteen and older 


Former mayor is charged 
with murder Tuesday night 


Owen Ziglar, age 54, former 
mayor of Elba, was charged Tues- 
day night about 11 p.m. with the 
murder of Edward Lamar Kelley, 
age 57 of Elba, according to Coffee 
County Sheriff Brice Paul. Kelley 
lived in a mobile home on Taylor 
Mill Road. 

Kelley was killed by a single 
shotgun blast to the face at about 
6:35 Tuesday evening. He was shot 
through the window of the front 
door of his mobile home when he 
apparently responded to a noise at 
the door. 

Kelley was talking on the tele- 
phone with his estranged wife Mur- 
lene Kelley when he laid the phone 
down and went to the door. 

Mrs. Kelley was waiting for him 
to return to the telephone when she 
heard an unusual noise. When he 
didn't return to the conversation, 
she notified the Elba Police Depart- 
ment with a request they check on 
him. 

The Elba police and Elba Res- 
cue Squad found the front door 
with the hole shot through the glass 
and the blinds. They could see Kel- 
ley on the floor, however the door 
was locked, 

Officers gained entry to the mo- 
bile home by breaking a back win- 
dow and unlocking the dead bolt 
lock on the door. They found Kel- 
iey dead, apparently killed instant- 
ly. 


Coroner Bobby Baker, also a 
member of the rescue squad, was 
on the rescue run and pronounced 
Kelley dead at 7:07 p.m. 

Ziglar was arrested at his home 
South of Elba. Reportedly a shot- 
gun was found in his car at the 
time. He has not admitted the kill- 
ing. 

However the official Elba police 
radio log has a report of a call from 
the Opp police that Ziglar had al- 
legedly told an Opp woman he had 
killed a man in Elba and was going 
to kill an Opp man. 

Ziglar was placed in the Coffee 
County jail following the arrest. 
Bond had not been set at press 
time. Paul said one would be. set 
sometime Wednesday morning. 

The shooting was investigated 
by the Elba Police Department, 
Coffee County Sheriffs Depart- 
ment, Coroner Bobby: Baker, De- 
part of Forensic Science and inves- 
tigators from the District Attorney's 
office. 

Ziglar was an elected member of 
the Elba city council in the mid 
1970's. He was appointed to a 
short, turbulent term as mayor fol- 
lowing the resignation of the elect- 
ed mayor. Ziglar himself resigned 
to work full time as superintendent 
of the water and electric depart- 
ment. He later left that position and 
was working as a car salesman at 
the time of his arrest.

The module entitled Daily Liv- 
ing Skills includes shopping smart, 
comparing prices and sixes, reading 
fine print, checking the warranty, 
unethical practices, planning a bud- 
get, checking and savings accounts 
and credit cards. There are special 
learning activities coordifiated with 
each topic. 

The Office of Community In- 
volvement and the Independent 
Living Program are jointly sponsor- 
ing a new volunteer mentor pro- 
gram to assist foster care teens as 
they make the transition to indepen- 
dent living. 

Region Six met at the College 
Avenue Church of Christ in Enter- 
prise on January 18 to learn of this 
new program. Suzanne Nagy and 
Susan Landrum from offee 
County's Department of Human 
Resources participated in this pro- 
gram. 

Currently, in Coffee County, 
there are fifteen teens in foster care 
involved with Independent Living 
Program, There is a total of fifty- 
two foster care children presently 
being cared for in Coffee County.

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Where Are You? 


A lot of Christians, and especial- 
ly young Christians, often ask, 
"What can I do for my Lord?" That 
has always been a very simple an- 
swer, "Be in church every time the 
church doors are open,” 

That may seem like a very sim- 
ple statement, but it is the very first 
piace we begin after we have invit- 
ed Jesus Christ to be our Saviour. 
Our relationship with Jesus Christ 
causes us to want to be in church. 
As a matter of fact, the Least that 
we can do, if we have genuinely 
born again, is to gather on a weekly 
basis with fellow believers. 

It is amazing how many claim .o 
be members of the local church, but 
never or seldom attend. They act as 
if their relationship to the Lord Je- 
sus Christ and their involvement in 
the local church is the least of their 
priorities. For many, that is the way 
it is. They treat it like a member- 
ship to a Country Club. 

They attend every now and then, 
in other words, when they want to 
or when there is not somewhere 
else to go or something else to do. 

In the city of Elba and the sur- 
rounding area, on any given Sun- 
day, less than half of the people are 
in church somewhere to worship. 
Where are you on Sunday? 

The writer of Hebrews wrote to 
encourage the readers to "not for- 
sake the assembling together: It 
was to “stir up love and good 
works” in the church and “exhort 
(build up} one another.” 

If you want to excite the pastor 
and the congregation of a church, 
you just be there the next worship 
day. One of the most discouraging 
things for a church is to have 
enough people who are members of 
that church to fill it up and there are 
sometimes more empty pews than 
those that are full. 

We have been given seven days 
in each week. Five or six of those 
days are used to work for our em- 
ployers or pur means to provide 
food for our family. One day (the 
first day of the week) out of seven 
is a day to be set aside for uniting 
ourselves together for worship as a 
body of believers. When we com- 
pare the amount of time that is giv- 
en to us, I think it is worth consid- 
eration to see how we use this ume. 

In the Old Testament, in Exodus 
Chapter 20 verses - 8 - 11, the He- 
brew people were given a com- 
mand to "Remember the Sabbath 
day, to keep it holy. Six days you 
shall labor and do all your work, 
but the seventh day is the Sabbath 
of the Lord your God." We non 
longer worship on the Sabbath, but 
on the Lord's day, remembering his 
resurrection from the grave on the 
first day of the week. And if what 
Jesus Christ has done for all of us 
does not motivate us to worship 
and worship together, something is 
wrong. It is time to examine our 
hearts. 

In Ephesians 4:11 - 16, Paul 

_wrote an told us why we need the 
church. For the equipping of the 
saints for the ministry, for the edi- 
fying (building up, encouragement) 
of the body of Christ’ to unite us, so 
we would not be children (to feed 


us sO we would grow and mature 
spiritually) carried to and fro by 
every wind of doctrine and the 
trickery of men trying to deceive 
us to grow us up and help to meet 
the needs of one another. 

You cannot say your a Christian 
and say you don't need the church. 
You cannot have a personal rela- 
tionship with Jesus Christ and not 
want to go to church. That is a iie 
out of hell that many have bought. 

I know there are those who will 
read this that are confined to a bed 
of affliction or a Nursing Home or 
you are not able to go because you 
are ministering to someone, but 
what about all the able bodied? 
Where are you on The Lord's Day? 

Sunday is not a day for work of 
leisure, it is a day for Worship. 
Where were you last Sunday? 
Where will you be next Sunday? 

We are not to forsake the “as- 
sembling of ourselves to gather” 
even "more as we see the Day (of 
Christ's returning) approaching. 

You may not attend a church 
anywhere, There are plenty of 
Bible believeing, Bible preaching 
churches that would love to have 
you come and worship with them. 
Going to church does not save a 
person. It is only through the shed 
blood of Jesus Christ and you be- 
lieving that and committing your 
life to Him that you are saved. Go- 
ing to church on Sunday is a food 
place for everybody. 

Why don't you attend church 
Sunday. Like a sign I once read : 
"Visitors Welcome - Members Ex- 
pected”.

The Board of Directors of the Gas 
District will, as promptly as practicable 
after the close of each fiscal year of the

any event within three (3) months after 
the close of each such fiscal year, take 
such action as in necessary to fix and 
determine the Annual Net Distributable 
Income for such fiscal year [or such 
lesser amount that is, pursuant to the 
proviso in clause (1) of the first para- 
graph of this Paragraph 9, to be distrib- 
uted to the Eligible Member Municipal- 
ities].

The lady is fantastic, Mrs. Frazi- 
er is a talented, religious and an in- 
telligent black lady. She lives in a 
beautiful, comfortable home, sur- 
rounded by neighbors she adores in 
Opp, Alabama. 

Keeping up with Ophelia Frazier 
is no easy task. She is as busy as a 
bee all day long. (I get tired think- 
ing about everything she does), she 
is truly happy she says, and by her 
attitude you know she ts. 

During the interview Mrs. Frazi- 
er said, "I was born in Crenshaw 
County, Brantley, Alabama, (4 
miles from town). My parents were 
Oscar and Fannie Lou Castleberry 
Wilkerson. My parents raised elev- 
en children. 

Back then (years ago) the black 
children attended school Smonths 
(very seldom 7, and 9 months was 
out of the question), out of the 
school year. Reason? They had to 
work on the farm. I liked to pick 
cotton and do other field work. It 
was hard work too. | attended just 
one school out in the rural district 

“or just say, out in the country. This 
one-room school had one teacher, 
Mrs. Sylvia Mack, and you had to 
be 7 years of age before you could 
go to school. It would be awfully 
cold in the wintertime. The school 
room was heated by a fireplace. 
Sometimes the men would help the 
boys get wood for the fireplace. 

The school was named for Mr. 
Burl and George Jones and was 
called Jones School. After working 
so hard in the fields you really 
didn't feel like going to school. 

My father was trying to buy a 
farm of his own but he died before 
it was paid for and after his death - 
the farm was gone. Then the family 
had to help farm for other people. It 
was rough. 

The first church I remember go- 
ing to was Beulah Baptist Church, 
Rey. A. J. Jackson, pastor, (non- 
deceased), and then Zion Chapel 
(near Brantley, Alabama), Rev. R. 
§. Stoudermire, pastor, (deceased). 

After moving from Crenshaw 
County to Coffee County there 
were a number of plantations or 
farm owners we had to“work for, 
and I mean work. I raised my chil- 
dren on the farm: Louise and 
Elouise (twins) and Ruby (de- 
ceased). 

I didn't have nothing to call my 
own until I moved from the farm. 
Now I have a house of my own, 
thank God! 

I was an employee of Mizell 
Memorial Hospital, Opp, Alabama. 
I retired in 1979. My duties were: 
tray worker, relief worker, and teg- 
ular cook. I enjoyed it. Presently, I 
do housework some. I am 73 years 
old and I can't see myself sitting at 
home doing nothing. When I am at 
home you will find me in my kitch- 
en cooking and baking cakes, cook- 
ies, pies and tea cakes. I make 
quilts, pillowcases, comforters and 
designer throw pillows. 

I drive some of my friends to the 
Nutritional Center here in Opp. | 
enjoy doing that. 

Oh yes, | attended adult school 


for two years at Head Start and 1 1/ 
2 years at the Middle School in 
Opp. I enjoyed it. My children can 
tell you that I've never been without 
a job. Reason? I do my best at 
whatever job I take. 

I have grandchildren and great 
grands that I am proud of. Thank 
God for all these blessings. Now 
my membership is with the Apos- 
tolic (Holiness) Or Oneness 
Church, Rev. George Martin, 
Ozark, Alabama, pastor”. 

It's no secret about Mrs. Frazi- 
er's cooking. My sister Vera and I 
sampled some cake and cookies, 
courtesy of Ophelia. 

She is a beautiful lady and 
Eloise and Louise aren't the only 
ones proud of her. I am too. 

God Bless you Mrs. Ophelia .

New Brockton City Council faces 
problems with the city prisoners 


In the absence of Mayor Jim 
Driskell, Mayor Pro Tem Bud 
Goodson called the New Brockton 
City Council meeting to order 
Monday evening at 7 p.m. 

The agenda for the meeting was 
light. 

A letter, dated January 24, from+ 
Coffee County Engineer Mark Pool 
concerning Byrd Mill road was 
read to the council. 

It stated that the county crews 
had graded the road and it was in as 
good a condition as possible under 
the present circumstances. 

Pool , in his letter, related to the 
fact that the road could not properly 
be mainta’ned until the city low- 
ered or relocated the water linc 
which is located along the road. 

He also informed the council 
that the county would “rock” the 
road if the city would furnish the 
crushed stonc. 

Councilman Charles Cole asked 
if the bids on lowering or relocating 
the water linc had been received by 
the water board. 

Councilman Britt Lee said that 
the deadline for receiving the bids 
was up and the board should be re- 
viewing them next Tuesday night, 
February 13 and hopefully award 
the contract. 

When the councilmen were 
asked if any of them had any com- 
ments, Councilman Cole brought to 
the attention of the council a matter 
involving the cily court, 

He stated that the City Judge, 
Debbie Jared, stated in court last 
Thursday evening that the cit) 
needed to address the problem ol 


housing prisoners sentenced in 
court. 

Cole related to the council that 
the court was having problems 
finding a jail to put the law break- 
ers in after they were found guilty 
and sentenced. 

According to Cole, it was rec- 
ommended that they change to the 
district court system in licu of the 
city system and then it would be- 
come a county problem. 

Counciiman Lee brought it to 
the council's attention that they had 
voted to do this before, but later 
aborted the chang/: after a mecting 
with District Judge Tom Head. 

They were told at that time that 
a large backlog of cases existed and 
that it would be some tinie before 
they ...uld be worked into the sys- 
tem. 

Councilman Goodson told the 
council that even if they went to the 
district system, Sheriff Brice Paul 
had informed them = that with 
present facilities he could not house 
all the prisoners presently being 
sentenced to jail. 

Several possible soluuions were 
discussed by the council. Going to 
the district court system, fixing the 
city jail which has been condemned 
by the state fire marshal, and the 
possibility of a bill being passed in- 
creasing court fees to fund a new 
county jail was. all mentioned; how- 
ever, no concrete decision was 
made concerning the city's prisoner 
problem. 

Later in the meeting this matter 
once again surfaced and Council- 
man Lee asked the question, "Are

Marijuana eradication program 
is at workin State of Alabama 


A total of 163,395 marijuana 
plants with an estimated street val- 
ue of $326.8 million were located 
and destroyed during 1989 Domes- 
tic Marijuana Eradication Program, 
according to Col. Thomas H. 
Wells, Public Safety Director. 

The marijuana was located in 64 
of the state's 67 counties from carly 
spring through December. One of 
the three counties where no plants 
were destroyed was Coffee 
County's neighbor to the east, Dale 
County. A total of 27 plants were 
found and destroyed in Coffee 
County. There were 81 persons ar- 
rested in connection with the pro- 
gram. 

"The success of the marijuana 
eradication effort during 1989 and 
the past years is due to the coopera- 
tion efforts of virtually all law en- 
forcement agencies in Alabama,” 
said Wells. Alabama has participat- 
ed in the program since 1982. 

Wells added that CONCERN 
CITIZENS provide much useful in- 
formation on the location of the 
plants, Alabamians may report ille- 
gal drug activity by contacting their 
local law enforcement or by calling 
the toll-free HELP line (Help 
Eliminate Law Breaking Push- 
ers), 1-800-392-8011. The HELP 
line is maintained by the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety and provides 
for the anonymous reporting of 


drug trafficking information. 

The marijuana eradicauon pro- 
gram is a combined effort of local, 
state and federal law enforcement 
agencies to seek out and destroy 
Alabama's domestic marijuana 
crop. In addition, the Alabama Na- 
tional Guard participated for the 
first time during 1989, providing 
manpower and equipment. 

Sponsored nationally by Drug 
Enforcement Administration and 
U.S. Forest Service, the program 1s 
managed by the Narcotics Unit of 
the Department of Public Safety 
and is part of the national drug con- 
trol strategy and Anti-Drug Abuse 
Act of 1988. 

Wells noted that cach year aerial 
enforcement plays an important 
role in the marijuana eradication el- 
fort. State Trooper pilots and other 
pilots locate much of the marijuana 
from the air and then alert officers 
who make up ground crews that de- 
stroy the marijuana plants. 

It is interesting to note that the 
number of plants recovered this 
year was less than last year, 
187,000 in 1988 - 163,395 in1989, 
but the street value more than dou- 
bled over last year's, $149.6 million 
in 1988 - $326.8 million in 1989.

Ziglar still in jail-no 
bail has been set 


Owen Ziglar, at press ime, was 
sull in jail charged with the murder 
of Edward Lamar Kelley and at this 
lime no bail has been set by the 
courts. 

In a hearing before District 
Judge Tom Head on Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 2, Mr. Ziglar was advised of 
the fact that he had been charged 
with murder committed with a fire- 
arm. 

Judge Head informed Ziglar that 
this crime was a Class A felony and 
carries a minimum sentence of 
twenty years in prison plus a possi- 
ble fine of up to $20,00 and a maxi- 
mum sentence of ninety-nine years 
to lifein prison if found guilty. 

Ziglar was told by Judge Head 
that his case would not be tried in 
district court, but that the evidence 
would be turned over to the grand 
jury for consideration.

Judge Head advised Mr. Ziglar 
of all his rights under the law and 
told him that he was presumed in- 
nocent until proven guilty in a court 
of law. The judge related to Ziglar 
all of his options and advised him 
to talk to his lawyer before making 
any decisions.
